Butas the reafons [ then ofiered feemed to have but 
Jittle weight with him, occafioned perhaps by my man- 
ner of exprefiing myte!f, his impatience of contradiction,

his way of thinking, in convincing them, that Marriage 
is a laudable inflitution, and our laws relating to i¢ per- 
feftly juitand agreeab °o reafon. 

Marriage is defined a compact between a man and a 
woman for procreation and education of childrens which 
inevery well ordered focicty, ought ‘o continue during life. 

For children gradually armving ove after auother, 
they have hardiy done with the care of their education, 
till the parents are unfit for fecond marriages: and there- 
fore it is convenient, that Marrisges fhould continue du- 
ring life, that the mutual care of the parents might be 
employed in the provifion for their children; and that the 
love and reipeét of their chitdren might be repay’d to both 
parents Without diftinétion or contufiva ; which coulc 
not be well done if the Martisge was to be di-joined 


and their interelt was to fever, after the concern of edu 
cation was over. 

The intereft of Moarrisge could not be conveniently 
carried on, if there were a profpedt that the Marriage wa: 
aay Otherwife to be determined than by death alone. For 
each perfon would be injuriovfly drawing out of the com 
Mon itock, to the injury of their joint concern, and the 
Prejudice of the education of the off-spring. 

Such a joint interelt can’t be well commodioufly car. 
tied on, without a mutual friendfhin and endexrment ; 
which muft be leifen’d and dettroyed by the protpedt 
that the contract might be determined by the humour of 
either party : and nothing ean join nearer in a common 
intereft, which is highly neceflary for the provilion o! 
their children, than that there is not, nor can be any 
Pollibility of parting.
